IS i n s u r a n c e a g a i n s t l o s s 
An average of 20 per cent of good 
j vegetable seeds planted never come 
I up. 
Soil fungi are mainly respon- 
| sible for this loss. 
In every soil 
' there are many soil fungi that are 
j too small to be seen without the 
I aid of a microscope. 
They attack 
! the seed or the young seedlings, 
causing the seed to decay or the 
seedling to “dam p-off” or die soon 
alter it comes up. 
When growing 
conditions are very favorable, these 
losses are small, but when there is 
heavy rainfall after planting, losses 
may be more than 50 or 75 per cent 
oi the seed planted. 
Seed decay and damping-off can 
be prevented by a very simple rem ­ 
edy. 
Seeds are placed in a jar or 
can v.:• h the correct amount of 
Seme an, Spcrgon. Arasan, or Cop­ 


per Oxide, and agitated for 3 to 4 
minutes until all seeds are coated 
thoroughly. Small amounts of seed 
may be treated right in the packet. 
Then they may be planted or stored. 
The thin coating of the dust ap­ 
plied by shaking the seeds with the 
treating material protects the seed 
tnd young seedling from damping- 
otf fungi until after the seedlings 
are up and growing rapidly. 
One or more of the above-men­ 
tioned dusts for seed treatment is 
available in most seed stores. Some 
of them are being sold in small

packages 
which 
contain 
enough material to treat all the 
seeds planted in the average vic­ 
tory garden.

dust.
